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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1, line 3, 
change "a wall" to "said wall"; claim 1, line 4, after "in" insert "said" and after "unloading" 
insert "a"; claim 1, line 5, after "of insert "said"; claim 2, line 1, change "laundry hamper" to 
"hamper/sorter"; and claim 2, line 2, after "unloading" insert "laundry". Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hammer 
(US#1 869807). 

4. Hammer discloses a wall mounted laundry hamper having a mounting surface 19 for 
attachment to a wall (Figs. 4-5) and two adjustable front openings normally closed via respective 
front doors 21 and 22 for loading and unloading the laundry. 

5. Although Hammer fails to specifically disclose the claimed method steps, Hammer does 
disclose all the required structure to perform the method, and therefore it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize the 
claimed method as under the principles of inherency, if a prior art device, in its normal and usual 
operation, would necessarily perform the method claimed, then the method claimed will be 
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considered to be anticipated by the prior art device. When the prior art device is the same as a 
device described in the specification, it can be assumed the device will inherently perform the 
same process. In re King, 802 F.2d 1324, 231 USPQ 136 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Conclusion
